Before it can become effective it must 
be approved by two-thirds of the stu- 
dent body. 

With the passage of this resolution 
the Senate constitution will provide 
for two members ex officio, the Dean 
of Law School and the Law School 
secretary, with representation from 
every section. 

Dean Van Vleck stated at the meet- 
ing that several small rooms on. the 
first floor of the law building will 
probably be reconstructed into class 
rooms and allow more space for class 
accommodation, and that a room on 
an upper floor is to be turned into a 
men’s lounge, if the present plans are 
accepted. This will materially aid in 
solving the question of congestion that 
has been bothering the officials for a 
long while.

Organization of Major Latter Men to 
Promote Student Interest and 
Cooperation 

George Washington University has 
a Q. W. Club, composed of letter men 
who have won letters In the major 
sports of the University, which Is 
“doing things” In its particular field. 
This organization wae founded at the 
beginning of the year, due primarily 
to the efforts of Hlllory A Tolson, 
Captain of the Track Squad; Walter 
Stokes, Coach of the Rifle Team; E. 
S. Bettclheim, Jr., Manager of Basket- 
ball, 1923; Robert H. McNeil, Mana- 
ger of Football, 1922; H. Clay Espey 
and Baxter Smith, of the Rifle Team; 
David Strother and Francis Clements, 
of the Football Squad; and Joseph 
Rutley, of the Tennis Team. The G. 
W. Club has a membership of 45, rep- 
resenting every major sport In the 
University, and an effort ls‘ being made 
to have every letter man join before 
the end, of the present school year. 

The present officers of the G. W. 
Club are: Hlllory A. Tolson, Presi- 
dent; Walter Stokes, Vice President; 
Wm. Thomas, Secretary; E. S. Bettel- 
helm. Jr., Treasurer; and Francis W. 
Clements, Marshal; all of them men 
who have been active in athletic af- 
fairs at George Washington. 

The key worn by the G. W. Club 
members was designed by H. Clay 
Espey, and makes' a very attractive 
emblem. The key is of substantial 
construction with the block letters “G. 
W.” worked in in gold with a back- 
ground of dark blue enamel, bringing 
out the Buff and Blue effect of the 
University’s colors. 

Objects for which the organization 
was founded aS stated: in its constitu- 
tion; are (1) “To encourage the de- 
velopment of and promote cooperation 
among the various branches of ath- 
letics at George Washington Univer- 
sity”; and (2) “To increase the gen- 
eral student Interest in atuletles at 
George Washington University.” 

It is the plan of the Club to coop- 
erate in every way with the officials 
of the University who have charge of 
the supervision of athletics with a 
view to accomplishing these ends. 


Sigma Nu Team Takes Second Honors 
in Into rf rat Championship 
Bowling Contest 

Theta Delta, CIO, exhibiting ex- 
cellent form, romped away with the 
interfraternity bowling title, Monday, 
March 10, at the Recreation Alleys. 
Bowling consistently throughout, and 
interspersing their score with numer- 
ous strikes and spares, nothing cduld 
stop them. In the final two games of 
the match, Sigma Nu, the sole ob- 
stacle between Theta Delta Chi and 
the cup, was defeated, 508 to 450 and 
470 to 449. . 

The first ' two heats of the match 
were bowled off Tuesday, March 4, 
eliminating all teams but those of 
Theta Delta Chi, Sigma Nu, Kappa 
Alpha, and Sigma Alpha Epsilon. The 
last two heats, bowled March 10, 
found Sigma Nu matched against 
Sigma Alpha Epsilon, and Kappa Al- 
pha against Theta Delta Chi. Sigma 
Nu and Theta Delta Chi both won 
their games, and were matched 
against each other in the final 
struggle for the cup. The title was to 
be awarded Jo the winner of two out 
of three games in the final match. 
Theta Delta Chi Won both games. 

Theta Delta Chi was not mentioned 
in the last issue of the Hatchet as 
being left in the running, as they had 
bowled off their match with Delta 
Tau Delta at the King Pin Alleys in- 
. stead of the designated place, un- 
known to the chairman of the com- 
mittee in charge. It was thought 
that both teams had forfeited.
